John B Peaslee, superintendent of the 
public schovie of Cincinnati, was intro-

erary training in pub-ie schools,”’

“I am decidediy in favor of the study of 
Eogiieh literature in the bigh schools as a 


distinet ‘branch. The classes should begin 
with the authors of to-day—our American 


‘authors—and go back to Chaucer instead of 


beginning with the early writers and com- 
ing down to the present time. I desire in 


the outset to call attention to some of the

errors which we now have 


methods of teaching. One 
the amount of time that is 
given to arithmetic. I yield w no man in 
my estimate of the importance of this 
branch of study, but I must say that too 
much time is given toit. More tha one- 
half of the time of the schouil is devuted to 
arithmetic More than ail the otler stadies 
combined receive, while no time whatever 
is given to literature aad composition. 
Let the teachers of these schools 
cut down the time given 
to this subject to within the bounds of rea- 
son, and introduce composition and busi- 
ness forms of letter writing. Let us stop 
working at puzzles in arithmetic, which are 
ebont as profitable as the 15 puzzle, and 
tre our attention to reading and to im. 
provement in literature. Let the pupils 
acquéini themsei ves with the writings of che 
great authors, and jet them take the results 
of this work into the schools and they wil! 
revolutionize the country schools of the 
United States. “34 
“Another mistake is the pernicious meth- 
od of teaching history by which the pupils 
are compelled to memorize page after page 
of the subjects. No historian, no mineral- 
ogist, or chemist was ever made by commit- 
ting text books to memory. History should 
be taught by biography. The lifeof Crom- 
well, Napoleon or ashinzton contains 
nearly everything of importance in tne his 
tory oftime. This is not mere theory ; the 
method has been tried for three years ia 
“Cincinnati, and in one school more than 
five pundred historical sketches have been

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in front, and especially is this the rule 
when artificial light is used. For when the 
light comes from directly in front of the 
person, ‘the pupil of the eye becomes 
unduly contracted, which is equiva- 
lent to reducing the quantity of Highs, since 
less light enters the eye from the object 
viewed, while the eye is ex to too 
much light reflected from the surrounding 
objects, and from the direct rays from the 
source of illumination. 

Neither should the light come from di- 
rectly behind, as the object then lies in the 
shadow of the body. Nor yet from the 0 
side, because in writing the shadow 
of the hand falls across the 
page, and a moving shadow over a 
lighted surface not only reduces the quan 
tity of light and leads to a stooping posi- 
tion, but it is also more annoying to the 
eye than a uniform reduction in the illu- 
mination of even a greater degree. 

The best direction for the light te come is 
from the leit-hand side, and from rather 
a»ove than below the level of the head. 
Windows, therefore, should not be run 
down too near to the floor, as they often do 
in class-rooms and offices. 

I cannot agree with the opinion often 
expressed, that the best direction for the 
light to come from is from directly above. 
At the conclusion of the reading of Dr. 
Calhoun’s paper he was asked what color 
the inside of a school-room should be, and 
replied that a light blae was the best. 

WHAT SHALL WE TEACH? 
At the close of Dr. Calhoun s paper the 
president announced that the regular order 
of the day was ready to be taken up. 
The regular order was the discussion of 
tue paper read Tuesday by A.J. Rickoff 
entitled ‘What Shall we Teach in our Ele~ 
mentary Schools,” and the paper read 
Wednesday by M. A. Newell on “A Pro~ 
posed Revision of the Common S@hool Cur- 
riculam.” :

At the conclusion of the reading the two 
papers were freely discussed pro and eon. 

Mr. Ware, of the Atlanta nniversity, 
spoke in favor of normal schools. 

Mr. DeWolf, state school commissioner of 
Ohio, spoke on the subject of norma! 
schools. He said that he would regret to 
see the teachers of Ohio replaced by normal 
school graduates. “At the same time 
‘Ohio is not without the normal 

school spirit Teachers must be in- 
| structed in the sciences and teach the 
'science of the mind. It can be _ better 

taught in the old established schools than 
| in any other way. But there is no opposi- 
_tion to aright spirit for normal schools in 

Ohio.” 

Commissioner Orr, of Georgia, said: ‘'l 
aman older man than many members of 
this association, but 1 am young in this 
matter. The Atlants mniversity, a colored 
institution, isthe only college in the state 
that makes any pretentions to @ normal 
school. My subordinates tell me that

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THE TWO’ ASSASSINS 


WHO BLOT AMERICAN ANNALS. 


Remarkable Points of Similarity Between Guitean 
and Booth—Oorkhill’s Perplexity as to the 
Indictment—Letters of Advice From 
Obeap Lawyers at a Distance. 


Wasuiseton, July 21.—The Star to-day 
has an interview with District-Attorney 
Corkhbill about Guiteau, in which he says: 
“There never has been such an cccurrence 
in this country since Lincoln was assas- 
sinated. In that case the assissin was 
doomed when captured. The trial was by 
a military commisgson. There never has 
been such a thing in the history of the 
country as 4 trial by a civil court ofa man 
who attempted to assassinate the president. 
When Mr. | Lincoln was assassinated you 
will remember that Booth was killed by 
Boston Corbett. 

‘‘My mail,”’ continued Colonel Corkhill, 
looking ever the heap of letters and postal 
cards on his desk, ‘‘is very large every day 
from ali parts of the country, embracing 
suggestions from lawyers ag to the method 
of trial, suggestions of citizens as to what 
ought to be| done, from persons giving no- 
tice toat they have known Guiteau, and 
relating instances of his life. There is anx- 
iety all over the country to show the man 
up.” 

‘‘Have you settled the pointof the doubt 
ofan indittment of Guiteau?’ he was: 


asked. 

“T am not prepared to say whether two 
separate offenses can be made out of the 
two shots fired. There were two shots fired, 
however, andIlam not entirely satisfied 
that they do not constitute two offenses. I 
have given no cefinite opinion, and made 
no announcement that 1 intended to pre 
sent him on two separate charges. The 
gravity of the crime isso great, and the 
punishment so inadequate that these sug- 
gestions have grown outof the situation.” 

“There is/' continued Colonel Corkhill, 
‘a great similarity between this man’s crime 
and Booth’s crime. Both of them had the 
matter in cOntemplation for some time, and 
both were seeking a public place to commit 
the crime, Each prepared carefully weeks 
before a written statement of his crime. 
Then Booth delivered his statement to an 
actor named Matthews, who was in such 
dread of having it in his possession that he 
read it and burned it. Booth left his state- 
ment with Mr. Matthews to be de- 
livered to Jobn F. Coyle, the 
editor of the National Intelligencer, 
and desired it to be published to the 
country. This man Guiteau had the same 
ambition to havethe,reasons for his crime 
published, and so far as I have been able 
to ascertain, both statements are similar in 
character. Mr. Booth regarded the assassi- 
nation of Lincoln as necessary to restore 
the supremacy of the south in the control 
of the national government. He thought 
that so long as Mr. Lincoln was president 
the south would continue to be oppressed. 
Guiteau regarded the assassination of Mr. 
Garfield as securing peace and harmony in 
the republican party. Guiteau followed 
Garfield in fis carriage; Booth’s 
idea was to shovt Lircoln in some 
public place, and he had no 
desire to conceal from the public the fact 
that he committed the crime. Guiteau’'s 
idea was exactly the same. He expected to 
kill Garfield in church in the presence of a 
thousand people, sprig into a carriage and 
ride immediately to the jail. Booth assas- 
sinated Lincoln in a theater, sprang on the 
stage, and had his means of escape after ap- 
pearing in the presence of 2,000 peopie 
One was an actor, accustomed to the theater; 
it igan arena of most public sigaificance to 
him. The other wasaman accustomed to 
speaking in churcheson religious subjects 
and to discuss the logical points, and the 
church wasin his mind the most conspicu- 
ous place forthe public commission of this 
crime. Both of them were men of inordi 
nate vanity. There is another coincidence. 
When Booth was captured in the barn, in 
his diary he saysthere was ‘very little left 
ine to clear my name, and the government 
will not allow it to be printed,’ and so 
Guiteau complains that the government 
will not allow his defense to be printed, in 
almost exactly the same language.”’ 

‘Does he know that the president lives?” 

‘‘He has not been permitted to see the 
papers, but he can tell from his surrounG- 
ings by seeing the flags flying and not hear 
ing the bell toll that he lives,” 

GUITEAU'S CAPERING IN PRISON, 

Guiteau seems to think, now that the 
district attorney is gone, that he can get 
more rivileges. He told a guard this 
morning cat he wanted three daily papers 
every day ane better food than has been 
allowed him. Pricon fare And discipline 
have taken much of tu staroh out of Gui- 
teau, and have even hau % wilting eff ct 
upon his jrordinate vanity. When first 
confined “he made frequent coniplaint 
of his | treatment. He _ regarded 
himself as an important personage, 
a prisoner of state and demanded 
better care’ than was bestowed upon his fel- 
low-prisoners, whom he denominated con- 
mon felons. He procested against — 
put upon @ level with other prisoners, an 
said he was a gentleman, accustomed to 
have the best of fare and in fact to luxury, 
and he insisted that he should be so trea:- 
ed His demands were often made in an 
insulting manner, and were usually ig- 
nored Heis fond of writing about him 
self, and consumes every scrap of paper he 
can getin this way. He has not ceased to 
complain and to demand better treat- 
ment, but his manner is changed. He 
is more subdued and apparentiy begins to 
realize that others.do not regard his crime 
inthe light he does, The other day he 
complained that he did not get coffee 
enough, and the warden allowed him two 
cups at a meal, wile other persons got on!y 
one. Thisconcession seemed to revive his 
spirit of self importance, and be forthwith 
began to put on airsagain. Then his extra 
allowaueée of coffee was cut off, whereupon 
he wrote @ lengthy letter to the warden, 
couched inoffensive language,and telling 
that officerthat he was not fit to have charge 
of amanof such importgnce as Guiteau. 
The warden Spaid no attention to 
the letter exceyt to determine not to allow 
Guiteau another favor, but to confine him 
to the most rigorous prison treatment. 
None of the guards are sllowed to speak to 
Guiteau. The warden and hig deputy and 
the district attorney and his assistants are 
the only persons who are permitted to ex. 
change any words with the prisoner. When 
it is necessary for one of these officials to 
see Guiteal he is brought into the warden's 
office, locked inside with the official, and a 
guard stationed at the door. Guiteau has 
abandoned all his foppishness. At first in jail 
he was careful with his toilet, but now 
he comes in the warden’s room when 
sent for, sometimes only half dressed. Oxae 
time he appeared with only his shirt and 
pants on, and the pants rolled up. The 

ast time he had on nothing but his pants, 
He has never been changed from one cell 
to another, as is reported. He ig in the 
same celj he was first put in. Corkhill’s 
order to pat him in solitary confinement 
and shut him off from the sight of others 
has not been complied with, as the jail has 
too many prisoners to admit of this. Be- 
sides, the warden eonsiders (juiteaus 
‘present (mode of confinement gbout 
as solitary as can well«be in a jail so 
full of prisoners. Guiteau has no desire to | 
escape. He knows teo well the danger he 
wouid incur outside from popular indigna- 
tion. Hefirst heard the president was get- 
ting well from the talk of the guards. He

The following telegram was sent by the 
attending surgeons to the consulting sur- 
geous to-night:

The National Exchange in St. Louis.

The various business committees 
reported on the sunpj-cts referred to them 
and after some further unimportant pro 
ceedings the convention adjourned sine 
die. The place of meeting of the next con- 
vention will be determiaed by the exec 
ecutive council. After adjournment the 
delegates visited the merchants’ exchange 
by invitation, and wereinformally received 
by President McKanis and other officers of 
that body.

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FRANCE IN AFRICA 


REAPING A HARVEST OF REBELLION, 


The Mohammedans in a State of Perment Over 
the Prench Invasion—The Porte Disclaims 
all Responsibilities—The Land Bill 


Panis, July 21.—A dispatch from Tunis 
says the bey’s troops are deserting him by 
hundreds. The aqueduct wil] be guarded 
by the*F rench regiment, as attempts have 
already been made to destroy it. 

A dispatch from Tunis tothe Temps says 
a number of the interior tribes have joined 
the rebellion. The Pripolitan tribes which 
annually migrate to Tunis at this time 
of the year, have joined the insurgents and 
raided to within twenty miles of the cap- 
ital. 

Complaints are continually made of 
further Arab attacks in all directions close 


1,04 po Tunis. The bey intends sending native 


troops to the interior, but many of his sol- 
diers are deserting. 

The hoty city of Kairouan has revolted. 
Arabs from Sfax are gathering there. 
Kairouan is the religious capital of the 
Tunisian regency, if not of all Africa. It 
stands on asandy desert plain, and has a 
large citadel, magnificent mosques and 
numerous remains of antiquity. In the 
eighth and ninth centuries it was the capi 
tal of the Arab dominions in Africa. It 
has a large caravan trade. No Jew or 


Christian is allowed to live there. 
The LaFrance, in replying to the article of 
the Republique Francaise in regard to the 
action of the porte in Tripoli, and charging 
the sultan with keeping agents on the 
frontier and in the interior of Tunis for 
the purpose of stirring up the Mussulman 
fanaticism, says ‘it is unworthy of a great 
country to indulge in vigorous language 
which it cannot followup. The sole result 
of such articles is to add to the difficulties 
of the already acute situation. There must 
be no bluster and wo crusade. 
A dispatch from Constantinople declares 
that the relations between France and Tur 
key are considered excellent. The porte 
has satisfactorily explained the dispatch of 
troops to Tripoli, and deolared that it nour- 
ishes no hostile sentiments towards France; 
that it has absolutely nothing to do with 
the agitation in Algeria and Tunis, and 
that it will prevent all intrigues or en- 
deavors to ferment disturbances in neigh- 
boring countries, 
A letter from Paris dated yesterday says: 
In all my visits to Paris this is the worst 
summer by far I have ever known. Old 
residents say they have never seen its like. 
On Tuesday the thermometer touched 101 
degrees in the shade and it has been 96 to 
98 nearly every day since the 10th instant. 
The heat has been awful, and horses and 
men have wilted. The streets have been 
scantily washed and sprinkled—some of 
them not all. The dust rises 
in foggy clouds, and bad smells are in the 
air, indoorsand outdoors. If Paris escapes 
epidemic it will be fortunate. There are 
very few American tourists here. All who 
could, have gone seeking a cooler spot. It 
is said that ihe wheat and otber crops are 
suffering from the heat and that in the 
absecce of rain the product will be much 
below that of lest year, 
SOUTH AMERICA. 
Vienna, July 21.—The Political Corres- 
poncence says several states of South 
America are thinking of adopting the 
principle of arbitration in their various 
differences. Colombia, which assumed the 
initiative in this movement has invited 
several friendly republics to send delegates 
to the conference for the purpose of discnss- 
ing the subject.

One of the important matters which will 
come before the present general assembly 
will be the authorization of a new code. 
An edition revised so as to conform to the 
law at thisdate, and annotated with refer- 
ence to all the volumes of Georgia reports 
and other valuable citations, bas been ex- 
amined by the attorney general, in pursu- 
ance of a resolation adopted in November 
by the general assembly. The report of the 
attorney general has been made, in which 
he reports the revision as accurate and 
thorough, and as such commend it to the 
general assembly. The work of revision 
and annotation was performed by Messrs. 
N. Lester, C. Rowell and W. B. 


The necessity for a new code arises from 
the fact that the supply of the codes of 1873 
is exhausted and the state is without 
means to supply the public officers who 
need them, andthe further fact that so 
many changes have been wrought in the 
code by the legislature since 1873 and by 
the constitution of 1877, that the present 
code by no means exhibits the law of Geor- 
gia as it is at this time. 

The first code was published in 1863, the 
next in 1867, the next in 1873, so that a 
longer time bas now elapsed than ever be- 
fore between two successive publicatioas. 

It will be seen that a bill was introduced 
on yesterday to authorize the publication. 
of the new revised and annotated code and 
to authorize a subscription on the part of 
the state for the number of copies necessary 
to supply the pablic officers.

In this respect 
the change in the constitution is as real 
as if it were written. 

Mr, Hill's definition, as quoted by the 
Ishmaelite, is brief, but compre- 
hensive. The government is a federal] 
nation, and the south has as lively an in- 
terest in its prosperity and perpetuity as 
any section. All the learned arguments of 
the political professors with respect to the 
result of the war may be simplified by a 
common sense analysis of the situation. 
The south failed imthe war; let us see 
to it that she fails not in peace and pros- 
perity. Did the war destroy the rights 
of the states? In that case, the whole 
country was defeated. All the rights 
enjoyed by the people of Massachusetts 
are to-day enjoyed by the people of Geor- 
gia. For our part, we ask no more—ex- 
cept, perhaps, that the discussion of state 
rights may be transferred from the south 
to New England. The fact that the

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Thirteenth Day's Proceedings, July 21 
THE SENATE. 


The senate met at the usual hour yester- 
day, and was called to order «fey ~~ 
dent. Prayer was offered by v. Ww 
Heiat. The rol! was called and the journal 
of Wednesday's session was read . 

Oa the call of roil for the introduction of 
new matter, the following bills were read: 

By Senator King—A bill to be entitled an 
act to prescribe and fix the lezal weight of 
rough rice in ‘Ubis state. 

A bill to relieve tax collectors and receiv. 
ers of the various counties of the state 
from attending any place @ p aces four re- 
ceiving or collecting taxes, except such as 
may be designated by ibe ordinary or coun- 
ty commissioners, was reported beck by the 
finance committee with recommendation 
that the author be permitted to withdraw 
the same. 

A bill to be entitled an acttu repeal an 
act entitled an act to establish state depost- 
tories in the cities of Atianta Athens, Au- 
gusta, Columbus, Mecon, Savannah, Rome, 
Americus, Aibany, LaGra: ge, Gainesvilie, 
Griffin and Hawkinsvillie aud to prescribe 
their duties and liabilities was reported 
back with recommecdation that the same 
do not pass. The bili was then withdrawn 
by leave of senate. 

Upon motion of Senator McDaniel the 
following bills were taken from the tabie: 

4 bill to be entitied an act to amend the 
constitution of the state of Georgia. lKe- 
committed to committee on judiciary. 

A bill to be entitied an act to increase 
the salaries of the chief justice, the judges 
of the supreme court and the judges of the 
superior court of this state.

Bills upon second reading: 

A bill to be entitied au. act 
for the collection of insolvent 
tions. 

A bill to be entitled an act to authorize 
the mayor and council of the town of Bat 
ler to levy aod colle. t taxes for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining schools in 
said town. 

Mr. I. W. Avery, private e cvetary to the 
governor, appeared with aseaicd message 
from his excellency whica was to be cou 
sidered in executive session. : 

Senator McWoaorter offered a resolution 
tendering seats upon the floor of the senate 
to the delegates to the National educational! 
convention now in this city. The motion 
prevailed and the secretary of the senate 
was instructed to trapsmit a copy of the 
resolution to the educational association. 

Atll o'clock the senate, upon motion, 
went into executive session. Afteran hour 
ihe regular session was resumed, In ex- 
ecutive session the senate coutirmed J H 
furner, judge of county court of Monroe; 
W H Thomson, solicitor city c -urt, Gaines 
ville; Jasper N Dorsey, judge of city court 
ol Gainesville; Sylvanus Morris, solicitor oi 
city court, Athens; Mercer Haines, judge 
county court 6f Laurens; T J Holt, judge 
county court of Bibb. 

Senate at 11:30 adjourned. 

THE HOUSE, 

The house met at 9 o'clock and was called 
toorder by the speaker. Prayer by the 
chaplain, Rey. John Jones, D.D. The rol! 
call disclosed a quorum present. The 
journal was read. 

Mr. DuBignoon, of Baldwiu, moved to re 
consider so much of the journal as referred 
to the passage of a resoiution that no new 
matter be received after the Ist of August, 
and that the Committee be granted further 
time after that date to report a day for an 
adjournment, On the motion to reconsider 
Mr. DuBignon made a fine speech in which 
he declared that the resolution was uncon- 
stitutional because a genera! bill, by the 
clear implication of the constitution, can 
be introduced up to the last moment of the 
session, and also a local or special bill by 
consent of two-thirds. He did not desire 
the impression to go forth that this legisia 
ture would stay here longer than the public 
interests demafid. He did not think the 
committee bad any right to bind the house 
as it proposed to do. 

Mr. Northen, of Hancock, favored the 
reconsideration in his usual clear style. 

Mr. Miller, chairman of the committee, 
opposed the reconsideration. 

Mr. Jemison, the new member from 
Bibk, made a grand speech in favor of re- 
consideration. 

Mr. Winslow, of Houston, took a simi‘ar 
view of the question 

Mr. Hammond, of Thomas, argued 
strongly against reconsideration, and in 
dorsed tbe report of the committee. 

Mr. Jemison said he did not want it un 
derstood that those who favored reconsider 
ation were Opposed to an early adjourn. 
ment. He wanted one as early as possible, 
but did not think the way of the commit- 
tee was the proper method of obtaining it 

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, opposed the recon- 
sideration and thought the consti:utiona! 
objection of Mr. DuBignon not weil taken. 
He argued that it was necessary to fix some 
time for adj jurnment and to StOp &8 sv00n 
as possible the heavy rush of new business. 
rhe motion to recopsider was agreed to by 
yeas (6, pays 56. 

Mr. DuBighon—I move to lay the repor 
on the table 

The Speaker—It will take that tourse un 
léss otherwise ordered, 

Mr. Day, of Pickens, moved that the 
rules be suspended so that the house might 
take up aresolution to appoint a special 
joint committee to examiue into the affairs 
of the Marietta and North Georgia railroad. 
Agreed to 

The resolution was read and adopted. 

Bills for third reading were in order, and 
the following were read: 

Mr. Stanford, of Harris—A bill to au 
thorize the trustees of the state univer- 
sity to accept as a branch of 
thé samea Guliege of agriculture and me 
chanic arts to be established at Hamilton. 

Mr. Northen, chairman of the commit- 
tee on education, opposed the passage of 
the bill on the ground that the establish 
ment of such schools had been found detri- 
mental to the interests of the state uuiver- 
sity, and would make such drafts on the 
land script {und as would leave the univer- 
sity almost bare of resources. 

Mr. Barrow, of Clarke, indorsed the views 
expressed by Mr. Northen, and said that 
there is no use of establishing more insti- 
tutions of ljearning while the state can 
hardly support those which she now has 

Mr. Middlebrook favored the bill as 
increasing the facilities of education in the 
state and saw no harm that could come 
fromit, Mr. Hunt, of Spalding, opposed 
the bill in a few pertinent remarks. 

Mr. Cameron, of Harris, said there was 
no effort to rob the state 
university. The bill simpiy deciares tbat 
any of the land scrip fund not otherwise 
appropriated may go to this new college. 
rhesection of the state in which the col 
ege is to be established bas never received 
much aid from the state. The locality 
proposed is healthy and in every way fitted 
for a seat of learning. He appealed to the 
house to pass the bill, 

Mr. Bull, of Troup, opposed the bill as 
diverting money from the university, which 
is sadly sabded there. The great mistake 
of the south is in diffusing and 
not concentrating its efforts at 
education. Young men are leaving Georgia 
‘o be educated. Twenty young men ieave 
Georgia where one comes in it to go to 
school. Weare not keeping up first class 
schools because we bave diffused our efforts 
so foolishly, Personally, he would like to see 
the college established, but he deemed it 
injurious to the interests of the state, and 
would therefore oppose it. . 

Mr. Roney, of McDuttie, opposed the bill 
We have so many of these branch colleges 
now that the university, the pride of the 
staie for eighty years, is sadly crip- 

led. These brarch colleges are not 
eeders. They are suckers. 

Mr. Spence, of Mitcheil, opposed the bill 
The ponstitution does not conten plate any 
such establishment, and the policy pro- 
posed will damage the university. Such 
legislation will begin a series of such work 
a8 will not have an early end. 

Mr, Estes, of Hall, spokein opposition to 
the bill. At first it seemed a mere matter 
of justice, but when he came to think of 
how it would impair the university and 
weaken the general system of education, 
he could not favor it, He would 
go as far as he who went 
farthest in behalf of education, but this 
bill would not, in bis judgmewt, really as- 
ssist the cause which it was nominally sub- 
served, 

Mr. S:anford, of Harris, spoke ably in 
favor of the passage of the bill of which 
he was the author.. He gave the reasons 
why it should pass in a clear and cogent 
manner, and answered the arguments that 
it would in any way injure the state uni 
versity. 

Mr Northen again spoke in opposition to 
the passage of the bill. 

The house at last came to a vote on the 
bill, and it was defeated by 56 yeas to 76 
nays. 

Mr. Reeve, of Wilkes—A bill to provide 
for the compensation of sheriffs and ordi- 
naries where none is now allowed by law. 
Passed, 

Mr. Summeriir, of Washington—A bill 
to authorize the levy of a tax tosupport a 
system of public schools for the city of 
Sandersville.

warded directly to the secretary of the 
treasury, From the time of the issuing of 
this ordér until now ail appointments under 
General) Raum have been made directly 
from the secretary’s oince, making the 
comuissioper, in fact, subordinate to the 
appointment clerk of the treasury. 

Secretary Windom has evidently come to 
the con¢lusion that Mr. Sherman’s order 
was nol wise or forthe benefit of the public 
service, for in a new order just promulgat d 
he directs that in the future such corres-~ 
pundenge as relates to the appointment 
and removal! of officers of the internal reve. 
nue service shall be forwarded to the com- 
missioner of internal revenue, and then by 
him sent to the secretary, with his recom- 
mendations ip each caseindorsed thereon. 

This bew order restores to Commissioner 
Raum the power of which he was divested 
by Secreta:y Sherman. General Raum’s

“A DISASTROUS FIRE 


THAT SHOWS THE NEED OF WATER, 


The Fourth Ward Pinds Itself the Scone of s Fire 
That Sweeps Destruction in its Path- — 
The Firemen Rendered Uns-rvice- 
able for Want of Water. 


That Atlanta's present water capacity i¢| 
wholly inadequate to her demands; that 
her buildings areat the mercy of the flames, 
and that a further toleration of this condi> 
tion of affairs is criminal, was conclusively 


established yesterday. 

About half past three o'clock in the 
afternoon a small cottage in the rear’ 
of 82 Calhoun street, was found to be on 
fire. In frontof the cottageon the same 
jot, was the residence of Mra. M. Warmock, 
and beside the cottage was another baild: 
ing of the same siz2. Thege two buildings 
Mrs, Warmock bed rented to colored 
women. As soon asthe fire was discovered 
the alarm was givep, and in ashort time 
the fire department was on hand. Whea 
the engines reached the building the two 
cottages were almost entirely consum+ 
ed. the ell of the main building 
was in full blaze and the fire climbing the 
roof rapidly. 

With a rapidity rarely seen, the firemen 
attached their hose to the water plags in 
that locality, but their labor was useless, ag 
the pressure was not sufficient to force the 
water out of the nozzle.

A couple of weeks ago he appeared here 
again, thus making ihe fifth escape from 
Siberia, and po caught in attempting to 
steal a wagon and a pair of horses in one of 
the German colonies in this neighborhood, 
the sturdy cdionists, following their usual 
practice of taking the law into their own 
hands in such cases, after be- 
laboring him and a companion of his 
bound their arms and legs with cords, 
brought them to Odessa and handed them 
Over to the prison authorities, The two 
criminals had been so roughly handied, 
however, as to necessitate their removal to 
prison infirmary, where Tchoomak died 
two days after, seven of his ribs having been 
broken.
